The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance with 37

The oath or declaration is defective because: 

The specification to which the oath or declaration is directed has not been adequately I 
identified. See MPEP § 601.01(a). 

The oath of 14 May 2004 is defective since it states the specification is attached. This 
oath is a supplemental oath, not the original oath, which was filed 10 February 2004. Thus, the 
specification was not attached with the oath of 14 May 2004. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite since it does not positively state that the claimed phosphor has the 
given formula. It is suggested to replace "host material can be represented" with "host material is 
represented" to overcome this rejection. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being incomplete for 
omitting essential elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the elements. See MPEP 
§ 2172.01. The omitted elements are: the copper and/or zinc sulfate added to the intermediate 
which are required to transform at least part of the intermediate from the alpha-phase to the 
beta-phase. 
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Claim 3 is indefinite since it is unclear if this claim is defining the components actually 
used in the process, i.e. MgO and at least of the compounds in claim 3 must be the alkaline earth 
compounds in the process or is the claim simply further defining the compounds that can be used 
in the process. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a disclosure which 
is not enabling. Components critical or essential to the practice of the invention, but not included 
in the claim, means the claim is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 527 
F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). The copper and/or zinc sulfate added to the 
intermediate which are required to transform at least part of the intermediate from the alpha- 
phase to the beta-phase is not taught in the claim. 

Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

There is no teaching or suggestion in the cited art of record of a phosphor having the 

claimed formula or of the claimed process.
